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DETAILED A CTION 

1. Applicants' response to the office action filed on November 14, 2008 has been considered and 
acknowledged. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions 
be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To 
ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of 
the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Jamie L. Greene on January 12, 2009. 

Please amend the claims as follows: 
Cancel claims 2, 6, 9, 12, 23, and 24. 
Amend claims 1,5,8, 10-11,18, and 22 as follows: 

Claim 1 . A method for detecting the presence of a target nucleic acid sequence in a 
sample, said method comprising: 

(a) amplifying said target nucleic acid and introducing a purine rich region into the 
target sequence during amplification, wherein the resulting target sequence is able to bind a 
peptide nucleic acid, and contacting the sample during the amplification with a support on which 
is immobilized a bis-peptide nucleic acid able to bind at least a portion of the target sequence, 
wherein the portion comprises the purine rich region introduced during amplification; and 

(b) detecting the presence of triplex structures resulting from the binding of the 
amplified target sequence to the bis-peptide nucleic acid, 
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wherein the detection of the presence of triplex structures indicates the presence of target 
nucleic acid sequence in the sample. 

Claim 5. The method according to claim 1 wherein the amplification reaction is a 
polymerase chain reaction. 

Claim 8. The method according to claim 1 wherein primers used in the amplification 
comprise a plurality of pyrimidines at the 5' end thereof. 

Claim 10. The method according to claim 1 wherein the support is a waveguide of a 
detection device. 

Claim 1 1 . The method according to claim 10 wherein the detection device is a surface 
plasmon resonance detector. 

Claim 18. A method for detecting the presence of a target nucleic acid sequence in a 
sample, comprising 

(a) amplifying the target nucleic acid so that the product of the amplification reaction 
includes a purine rich region, and contacting the sample with a waveguide of an evanescent 
waveguide detector on which is immobilized a bis-peptide nucleic acid able to bind at least a 
portion of the target sequence, wherein the portion comprises the purine rich region included in 
the product of the amplification reaction; and 

(b) detecting the presence of triplex structures formed by the product of the 
amplification reaction and the bis-peptide nucleic acid on the waveguide using the detector. 

Claim 22. The method of claim 18 wherein the amplification reaction is a polymerase 
chain reaction. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claims 1, 5, 8, 10-11, 18-19, 22, 25-26 are allowed. 

The present invention is drawn to a method of detecting the presence of a target nucleic acid 
sequence in a sample comprising amplifying a target containing purine rich region or, 
introducing a purine rich region into the target during amplification, contacting the amplified 
target with a support on which is immobilized a bis-peptide nucleic acid able to bind to the 
purine rich region in the target during amplification or after amplification and detecting the 
presence of a triplex structure resulting from the binding of the amplified target sequence and the 
bis-peptide nucleic acid, wherein the presence of the triplex structure indicates the presence of 
target nucleic acid sequence in the sample. The closest prior art et al. Orum et al. in view of 
Graham et al. teach said method however the prior art does not teach use of bis-peptide nucleic 
acid immobilized on a support during or after amplification as claimed. Thus the instant 
invention was not taught or obvious over the closest prior art.
